Nugent Sees Danger 
In Rail Bill 
Deregulating Roads 

A ustia - Texas electricity con¬ 
sumers will not be served by the new 
railroad deregulation bill that was 
passed by Congress last week, says 
Railroad Commissioner James E. 
(Jim) Nugent. Nugent, after analysis 
of the bill said that it provides loo 
few safeguards against skyrocketing 
rate increases, especially for electrical 
utility companies that must rely on a 
single rail carrier for out-of-state coal 
shipments. 

Nugent also warned that the same 
act could je&pordize state jurisdiction 
over rail shipments within the state. 
The Commissioner said there are a 
number of desirable aspects to the 
new law, such as, increasing com¬ 
petition between railroads and putting 
them on sounder economic looting. 
But he warned that this should not be 
done at the expense of the captive 
shipper. He said there was clearly a 
potential for that happening in Texas, 
especially In the area of out-of-state 
coal hauls from Colorado, Wyoming

"Except for a few cases, protection 
of captive shippers of bulk com¬ 
modities — most notably coal — is 
inadequate," Nugent said after 
studying the effects of tho new law. 

"More and more, coal is firing 
boilers in the stale’s electrical plants. 
As tho cost of moving the coal in¬ 
creases . . . so, too, will your utility 
bills.” 

Using maps and charts, Nugent 
showed that there are more than 130 
counties In Texas which rely on elec¬ 
tricity generated, at least in part, by 
Western coal. Those countios, Nugent 
said, stretch from the Panhandle Lo 
the Rio Grande Valley to Texarkana 
and include Houston, San Antonio and 
Austin. 

Six of the state's major electrical 
utilities have plant investments that 
require out-of-state coal, Nugent said. 
They are Houston Lighting and 
Power, Southwestern Public Service 
Co., Southwestern Electric Power 
Company, Central Power and Light, 
the City of San Antonio and the City 
of Austin — Lower Colorado River 
Authority,
